Orangeburg , N.C, (L,NS)--A South 
CaroEna jury of niné Whites and 
ttaree Blacks have convlcted Cleve 
Se lier s of panicipating, in whathis 
aitorneys called "the fïrsc one- 
man rior in liistory.," Hewasglven 
the maximum penalty of One year 
In hard labor and a One of $2$Ch 

The case grew out of rhe 1968 
Örangeburg Mas s acre, wbcre 
highway pntr olmen gmuied down 
tliree yonng Blacks and wounded 
27 olhers on. the campus of South 
Carolina State College alter the 
students' attempt to Integrale’ a 
local bowling alley, 

Cleve Se|Iers, a former program 
secretary of 5NCC, was the roost 
prominent Black activist In the 
urea, As a spokesman for Gov- 
ernor Robert McNalr sald at the 
time: "Re's the main man. He's 
the biggest nigger in the crowtl” 

Sellers was shot in the arm the 
rtighi of the massocre and arrested 
at the ségrêgated ürangeburg Re- 
g ion al Hos pita 1 wbere lie went for 
irearmeni* He was charged on flve 
counts r zuiging from arson to as-, 
sault wlth Intent to klll, Posslble 
penalties totalled dealh plus 70- 
years. He was held at the State 
Fenltenüary in Columbla on $50, 
OOO bal!. Whdle in hls jall cell 
he was served wlth a fugitive 
warrant from Louisiana based on 
ar old civll rlghts charge there. 
He aLs-a faced trial on charges of 
refustng lndoctlon toto the armed 
forces* 

The official verglom of the mas- 
sacre was that the smdeitfS were 


'whipped up to a rrenzy" by "out- 
side agitator" Sellers, artÊ j ihaf 
the pollen only shot co protetttheir 
lives in the face ofrepeatedsniper 
flre from the campus. lt is a se- 
nario that many em ba ttie d officials 
have IhoUght up to juStify murder 
after the fact, 

No one, includirg, the FBI whlch 
had 30-40 agents warking on the 
case for fóitr months, has been 
able to verlfy that a single shot 
was ftred at tlie^poEce, 'The only 
poiieeman injured was s truck by a 
piece of wood. On the oïher hand, 
a majorlty of tlie student vlctims 
we re shot In the bock and sortie 
were even struck in the soles of 
the feet as they lay flat on thé 
ground at tempt ing to diuck under 
the barrage of bul Iets, 

Henry Smitb, one of the students 
who died, was Shot five times, 
beaten wlth a rif ie butt by pollce 
and dragged down a hilL 

During, the May 1969 trial of 
nlne highway patrolmen charged 
wlth violating the civll rlghts of 
the studente they shot* Federal 
Judge j. Robert Martin refused 
to allow a picture of Henry SmitlYs 
body to be introduced as evidence 
on Üie grotmdsthat itwas “crude'^ 
The patrolmen were all acqultted. 

White ürangeburg was prej>ared 
for the Sellers trial. A National 
Guaro unit was on alert, the Streets 
around the courthouse were 
blockaded off k and a solid row of 
uniformed highway patrolmen 
formed a human barrier bétween 
the participants in the trial and 
the many spectators, most oftbem 
Black. Defense attorneys trled to 
get the case removed to federal 
court on the grounds that Se HerS 
conld nol get afair trial inOrange- 
burg, bilt they were rebuffed lm 
tbelr effort by Judge Clememt 
Haynesworth* a man whom Con** 
gress refused to accept as Jus- 
tlce of the Suprème Court, 

Dick Gregory once succlnctly 
<brief) SUmmarized Northern and 
Southern patterns of raclsm by 
saylmg that up Nonh they don't 
care how big you get as long as 
you don't get too close, whereas 
down South üiey don't care how 
close you gei as long as you don't 


get too big, 

Cleve Sellers coolly saunterlng 
inio the courthouse atOrangeburg, 
South Carolina wenring a llarvard 
linfversity T-shirt Is an eKample 
of someone who'e just gotten to-o 
big for most of tlie White resl- 
dents of that towo. Especially when 
he's backed up by severöl rows of 
Black students weering f, h'rec 
Cleve Now 1 ' badges. Juc^e Crlrn- 
baE ruled that the badges had to 
fae remov ed because they wou ld 
'’P r °hably influence the jury ad- 
verseJy co your cliënt,*' 

The defense protested the fact 
that a 11 of the restroom doors 
were marked for employees 
only'% (In most SoLïtiiern towns, 
courthouse employees are all 
White.) Groans were heurd from 
the spectators as the jndge made 
coniinual refercnces to ‘ r colored 
persons". One law-man on the 
stand! was for eed to admiï Üiat 
durltig the bowling alley demon- 
stratlorts which preceded the mas- 
sacre he enforced anti-trespass 
laws against the Students bui de- 
clined to enforce civll rlgtsts laws 
against the the owner who had re¬ 
fused tliem servic*. 

The state 1 s case was not lm- 
pressive. Even the highiy con- 
servative Charleston News and 
Courier notcdl in lis columns that 
the state's firsï witness 'Teciied 
his testimony as tbough tie liad 
memorized it' 1 . 

As the trial neared lts end, the 
judge dlrected a verdict of ac- 
quittal on al! buc one of the char¬ 
ges— d) at of partidpatlng In ar loc. 
He sald that no evidente liad been 
introduced to jus rif y consldfiration 
of the üther charges by Hte jury, 
Se Hers' sup porter s w ere elat ed 
and feit sure the jury wou ld, acquit 
on the linal charge, 

There was shock in the court- 
room when the jury returned after 
two hóürs of deliberation wlth a 
gulliy verdict, judge Crlmbaiï 
promptly imposed the maximum 
sentence, Sellers is now free on 
}5,0Ö0 appeai bond.

Polnt No, 9 of the Black Panther 
Party*s Ten Polnt Platform and 
Program States that "We want 
all Black people when brought to 
trial to be trled in couri by a 
jury of their peer groupor people 
from their Black communlty as 
defined by thé ConStltUtlon of tlie 
United States. 

Sharon Williams, a Panthersis¬ 
ter, orlginally from New York and 
now worklng out of Los Angeles, 
went to trial on October 20th for 
Federal Vlo lat ion of the Flrearms 
Act. At the on set of the trial 
Judge Dftvld Williams stipulated 
Ui ut all of tlie attorney's questlons 
for the jury would be directed 
ïhru hi;n so he could decide wtjlch 
questions tlie jury would actually 
be asked. Ttie 12 jurors who were 
flnnlly pïeked were not front the 
liluck communlty nor were they 
Sliaror'speers, Tlte only tliing dmt 
i. h . were, was hand picked by 
ieder al nlgger f-Jscisi UjvIiJ Wil¬ 
liams, 

Sharon's attorneys «dso filed two 
mfjtlo-ns lor a corginuance l:«fure

7be prcss conference, held at 
the office of die National Confer¬ 
ence of Black Lawyers, was at- 
tended hy Allee Graham, Co-chalr- 
man of the NCBL, Fanla Da vis 
Jordaan, sister of Angela, and co- 
chairman of the F ree Angela com- 
mittee, Margaret Burnham, NCBL 
member who is one of Angela*s 
attorneys, Yeruha, minister of 
Information of the Young Lords 
Party, Victor Martlnez, former 
member of the prison rebel! km's 
negotlating team and re presenting 
the Inmutes Liberation Front, and 
Musai Ele^itt. Minister of Edu- 
cation of the Black Fantber Party. 

The National Conference of 
Black Lawyers (NCLB) aimounced 
lts plans to file a Federal |aw 
snit on béhalf of Angeja, challtng- 
ing the Correotions Department's 
order ïmposing solitary eon- 


finement, restricted reading, and 
Hmitatlon of vlflitors to lawyers 
and immediate iamily. They were 
aiso sponsoring the demonetra- 
tion--an Erïdication of the growlng 
recognitiën on the pari of radfcal 
lawyers that iegaj means alone 
are not sufficiënt. 

F ania Da vis Jordan, reading j 
statement prepared hy the Free 
Angela Comm, declared:

McGrath has saki that the Wonn¬ 
en’s House of Decent ion does not 
have facliities for solitary con¬ 
finement, Implytqg'that diis meant 
Angela was not in solitary. Her 
attorney, Margaretc Burnham, 

pulnted out this was true—the 
W r omen's House of DetentJon had 
had to prepare a sx>eclal room, 
fotmally a clinic* in which to 
isolate die Black revolutlonary, 
out of fear of her revoDutlonlzlng 
the ether inm^tes, TSie process 
wasuseless anyway, sheindicated.

Victor Martinez said that in- 
mates and former inmaies would 
also be taking part Jn the protest, 
that they had afready been ln- 
formed, and those iiiside and oui- 
side would be participacing and 
lendlng their support.

Abu Ammar reiierated s ever al 
times tliat the president of a lib- 
érated Palestine could be a Jcw, 
a Moslem or a Cïiristlan, not be- 
cause of his rellglon hut qnilieba¬ 
sis of hls merk as an out stand¬ 
ing Palestlnian, purthermore, re¬ 
ligious and eebnic Unes cleariy 
cross in Palestine so as to nuke 
the term bi-nat Ion al and theArab- 
JewIsLi didiotomy meanltT-gless, or 
at best dubious, 

Tlie major ity of Jews in Pa les- 
tine today are ,Vrab Jews--euphe- 
mistically calbd Orienta] Jews by 
the Zl<misE5, Therefore, Palestlne 
comlaines Jewlsh, Cliriscian and 
Arab Moslems as well as non- 
Arabs.

(Uri Avneri is a rnemher of tlie 
Israëli parlfamern, tlie Knesset, 
and publlsher of the lor ge 51 circ- 
jL atten weekly magazine in Israël), 
They are all racist blueprints tu 
delude the Palesifrtlans and other 
Arabs and continue Israëli hege- 
rnony and Palestinlan subjugation, 
Ttiey all assame the maintenance 
of die ba sic Jggresslon that ledto 
the forced exile of Palestinians 
and the oppressiort üf the masses. 
The slne qua non of the new Pa- 
lestine is tlie destrucUon of the 
poli tic al, economie and militarist 
foundations of the chauvinist- 
raclst sectlcr state, 

The inaintenance of a techno- 
iogically advanced military ma¬ 
chine through a continuous flow 
of Western Capital and eschange 
of populatlcm has led the expan- 
siofiisi zionist machfnery to per- 
petuate oue aggressiou alter the 
other, Tlierefore, liquidation of 


such a mflchlnery is an irreplLice- 
abEe condiElon for the crtatlon of

Jews, or 
non-jews for that matter, wou ld

We bélieve that the courls should follow the United States Constitutiun 
m) that black people will receive fair trials. The Rth Amendment of Ihe 
l\S. Constilulion gives a man a right to be tried hy bis peer group. A peer 
3 s a person from a similar economie, socta3. reügious, geogrophical, en- 
vironmental, hiktoncal and raciaj background To do this the court will be 
forced to select a jurv from the black community from which tbe black 
defendanl came. We have been. and are being tried by all-white juries 
that have no understanding of the 1 average reaSoning r^an of the black 
communitv 

HJ We want land. bread, Imusing, edueation, elothing, justlee and peact- 
And as our major polHleaJ objective, a ITiited Natioiis-superviseri plebU- 
cite to be held throughout the black colony in which only black colonial 
subjects will be aJlowed to parlicipate, for the purpose of determining the 
w ilt of black people as to their nalionaf destiny. 

When. in the course of human events, it becomes necessary for one 
people to dissolve the politica! bands which have connected them with 
a not her. and lo assume. among the powérs of Ihe earth, the separate and 
equal station to w r hich the laws of nature and natur^’s God entitle them, a 
decent respect lo theopinions of mankind requires that they should declare 
the caiiSttS which impel them to ihe separation. 

VVe holci these truths to be self'evident, lhat all men are crealed equal; 
tbat they are endowed by their Creaior with cerlain unalienable righls; 
tliat among these are hfe. liberty. and the pursuit of ivappiness ThaL-to 
secure these righls, governments are imsiituted among men. deriving their 
pist powi‘rs from the consent of the guverned; that. whenever any fortn of 
government becumes destructlve of these ends. it is the right of Ihe people 
lo aller «r to aholish it, and lo Luslilute a new government, byiitg iU 
foundation on vuch principïcs, and organizing its powers in sueh form. as 
lei them shall %ceni most likeJy to efïccl their Slfely and happiness.
